REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
At pages 10-1 1 of Remarks. Applicant recites claim language comprising order information (Silverman! and icon manipulation 
on with respect to an axis (Schott). At page 12 of Remarks. Applicant describes Schott but fails to identify any limtation 
missing from the combined references. At page 12 to 13. Applicant characterizes the motivation to combine the references as 
a "giant leap" but fails to substantively refute the reasoning. As to Applicants argument regarding the necessity of suggestion 
to combine in the prior art, the Examiner recognizes that the knowledege of one of ordinary skill in the art of financial 
information presentation would see the obvious benefit of manipulating the data of Silverman using the technigues of Schott. 
Applicant's claimed invention is simply the representation of known order data (Silverman) using data manipluation technigues 
on an old and well-known scaled axis. The references are indeed different, but complementary. As to argument against the 
application of Sacerdoti, the Examiner notes that no claim was made that Sacerdbti disclosed order icons; order information is 
disclosed by Silverman. Sacerdoti discloses adjustment of size of icons; the rejection was made over the combination of 
references. At page 15. Applicant depends on arguments regarding the First Rejection, addressed above.
